These sensational 
articles may be interesting reading 
to the editor, but not so tu the busi- 
ness public. Just now there isa 
big rush of people to Southern Cal- 
ifornia, but few of these go to the 
metropolis, the reason being that 
they are afraid of the alleged epi- 
demic. Agents for the various 
business houses in San Fran- 
cisco have gone to the South- 
ern country to try to counteract the 
hewspaper rumors, but without 
avail, That the tourists now there 
may be kept in that part of the 
State, the papers of Southern Cali- 
fornia publish in dsuble leaded head- 
lines fictitious accounts of the ter- 
rible rage that exists on Howard 
and other streets. These articles 
have had their effect. It is esti- 
mated that at least a thousand 
tourists are thus detained from vis- 
iting the Bay City; that in conse- 
quence the city suffered to the ex- 
tent of $100,000 per month in its cir- 
culation, which otherwise these 
tourists would bring.

Trouble Feared from Apaches 
in New Mexico. 


MORE MORONS CONVICTED 


A Fearful Storm on the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande R. R. 


A FIRE AT BRONCO, CAL 


The San Francisoo Dynamiters 
Furnish Bonds. 


[PRESS MISPATOHES TO THE GAZETTE) 
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A Terrific Wind storm. 
DENVER, February 17. 

A light wind-storm set in over the 
eastern portion of Colorado at 16 
o’clock last night. Its velocity stead- 
ity increased until 4 this morning, 
when the gaie reached 60 miles an 
hour, and continued until 2 this after- 
noon. In Denver many buildings 
were unroofed, smoke stacks, chim- 
neys, telephone and telegraph poles 
leveled to the ground, and plate glass 
windows broken, carrying a damago 
of several thousand dollars, Outside 
of Denver the casualties reported are 
considerably greaterthan in this city. 

On the Denver & Rio Grande rail- 
road, four miles north of Colorado 
Springs, every coach of the north- 
bound Salt Lake express, consisting 
of two smokers, two passenger coaches, 
a baggage and mail car was blown 
from the track about 3 o’clock this 
morning, and the mail car, with its 
contents, destroyed by fire. Had the 
accident happened while the train was 
on the high embankment, a short dis- 
tance ahead, the loss of life wwuld 
have been great, but fortunately the 
ground was perfectly level, and no 
one was injured.

HON. H. L. FISH, 


Senator from Washoe county, is 
one of the best posted men ou the 
coustitutionality of any subject that 
comes before this body. He is in 
bis 5lst year but does not appear 
more than 45. He is strictly tem- 
perate in bis habits; but not averse 
to other men following the bent 
of their own iuvlivations. By pro- 
fession be isa clerk and the only 
mistake, judging from his general 
actio., that he ever made in life 
was that he did not strive to sit ou 
a ‘‘wool sack’’ as there is no ques- 
tion but that he would have become 
more than av ornament in the 
Blackstonian profession. He is 
over the average height, straight 
as an arrow and soldierly in bis 
bearing. He must attract atten- 
tion anywhere and although De- 
mosthenes suys: ‘“‘Whatever be 
the pursuits of men their senti- 
ments must be similar,’ io this 
body I thiuk Senator Fish is an ex- 
ception to toe rule.

Sides says the management there 
is about the same as at the Pyramid 
and Walker Lake reservations, and 
that Mr. Gallagher treated him 
like a father. e also says there 
will never be any more trouble be- 
tween the Indians and whites; | hat 
the former will hereafter consider 
themselves a part of this nation, 
and in the event of war with a for- 
eign power they will furnish their 
quota of fighting men, and are will- 
ing to die for Uncle Sam.
